A system of inspection and co­ 
operation with the national food ad­ 
ministration, 
which 
has been 
a r­ 
ranged by the Indiana Retail Gro­ 
cers association, precludes the pos­ 
sibility of food speculation in Ind­ 
iana and will make possible reduc­ 
tion in the price of some articles of 
food, as was promised 
in a state­ 
ment from the national food admin­ 
istration a't Washington yesterday. 
A. Hogue, secretary of the Rush 
County Business Men s association, 
announced .today that he had prom­ 
ised to devo'te 
about three-fourths 
of his time to the campaign which 
has 
been 
arranged 
by the 
state 
growers association to keep a close 
watch on Indiana grocers and see 
that they do not take advantage of 
the situation 
due to the 
war 
and 
charge exhorbitant prices. 
O. H. Fa ught, secretary 
of 
the 
Indiana Retail Grocers association, 
and Mr. Rogue have devised a card 
which will be displayed by 
every 
Indiana grocer who promises to co­ 
operate with the national food ad­ 
ministration. 
Co-operation 
means 
that the retail dealer shall charge a 
fair profit and that the pro'fit shall 
e based on what he paid for the 
article, not what the market price is. 
Mr. Faught 
took 
the 
card 
to 
Washington and Herbert 
Hoover, 
national food administrator, gave it 
his official sanction. The cards will 
be distributed throughout the state 
before November first, when the food 
dealers license 
law becomes effec­ 
tive. Inspectors will be employed by 
the 
Indiana 
grocers 
organization 
and any grocer who refuses to dis­ 
play one of the 
cards and co-op­ 
erate with the 
state 
organization 
will be watched closely. 
The 
in­ 
spectors will constantly 
check him 
on the prices he is charging and see 
that they are not exhorbitant. 
The Indiana Grocers association 
can not compel 
any grocer to cu- 
cperate 
and 
charge 
exhorbitant 
prices, the next congress will pass a 
law licensing retail 
dealers just as 
larger dealers 
in food will be lic­ 
ensed. 
The federal law which be­ 
comes 
effective 
November 
1 pro­ 
vides that every food dealer doing 
$100,000 worth or more of business 
a year shall be licensed. 
This law 
wifi be made to apply to the small­ 
est grocers 
if they do not show 
a 
willingness to help reduce the cost 
of living by 
charging 
only a fair 
profit. 
This 
means 
that 
grocers 
who 
bought up large quantities of staple 
articles before a rise in price shall 
base their retail price on the price 
they paid 
and 
not the price they 
would pay if they had to go in 
the 
market today and buy it. 
It is be­ 
lieved that many 
grocers 
in the 
state have been taking advantage of 
the advance Staple articles and have 
charged profits that 
are too large 
because they had the opportunity to 
do so. 
If this is not stopped, it is 
promised legislation will be enacted 
which will »top it.

The Antilles was homeward 
hound, having delivered her troops 
in Europe. Sixteen soldiers and sev­ 
eral enlisted men of the navy were 
included in the 
sub’merBible’s 
toll.

It was

ed today would be close to $20,000. 
The last day for paying the taxes is 
the first Monday in November, which 
this year comes on Nov. 5. 
Several banks of the county have 
sent in for lists of taxes and will 
collect these for the county. 
In this 
manner people living a distance from 
the city can pay direct to the banks. 
The u>e of the mail for paying taxes 
and thus avoid going to the office 
and waiting in line, is becoming more 
general. 
IPeople using the mail, however, 
should remember that on November 
2 the new postage rate is effective 
and because of this most of the cor­ 
respondence will likely be completed 
before this date. 
In writing for the 
amounts of taxes, a description of 
the property in regards to the town­ 
ship and* a stamped envelope should 
accompany the request.

means in the country, to stand 
by 
them, and help. 
O f course the 
sale 
of United 
States bonds involves the withdraw­ 
al of deposits. N aturally it follows 
the bankers will sacrifice the op­ 
portunity of 
using 
these deposits 
as a source of profit making. 
Saving deposits, too must be ap ­ 
plied to the purchase of bonds 
if 
many investors of small means are 
to become creditors of the govern­ 
ment. 
For savings deposits usually 
pay but 3 per cent -and Uncle Sam 
is offering 4. 
Besides Uncle Sam’s 
paper is non-taxable in the hands 
of the small bond buyer.
